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“That one factor is the Christian 
element in Raymond. Say The News 
has lost heavily from the dropping off 
of people who do not care for a Chris¬ 
tian daily and from others who simply 
look upon a newspaper as a pnrveycr 
of all sorts of material to amuse and 
interest them, are there enough genu¬ 
ine Christian people in Raymond who 
will rally to the support of a paper 
such as Jesus would probably edit, or 
are the habits of the people so firmly 
established in their demands for the 
regular type of journalism that they 
will not take a paper unless it is strip¬ 
ped largely of the Christian and moral 
purpose ? I may also say in this fellow¬ 
ship gathering that, owing to recent 
complications in my business affairs 
outside of my paper, I have been 
obliged to lose a large part of my for¬ 
tune. I have had to apply the same rule 
of Jesus’ probable conduct to certain 
transactions with other men who did 
not apply it to their conduct, and the 
result has been the loss of a great deal 
of money. 

“As I understand the promise we 
made, we were not to ask any questions 
about ‘Will it pay ?’ but all our ac¬ 
tion was to be based on the one ques¬ 
tion, ‘What would Jesus do?’ Acting 
on that rule of conduct, I have been 
obliged to lose nearly all the money I 
have accumulated in my paper, It is 
not necessary for me to go into details. 
There is no question with me now, aft¬ 
er the three weeks’ experience I have 
had, that a great many men would lose 
vast sums of money under the present 
system of business if this rule of Jesus 
were honestly obeyed. I mention my 
loss here because I have the fullest faith 
in the final success of a daily paper 
conducted on the lines I have recently 
laid down, and I had planned to put 
into it my entire fortune in order to 
win final success. As it is now, unless, 
as I said, the Christian people of Ray¬ 
mond, the church members and profess¬ 
ing disciples, will support the paper 
with subscriptions and advertisements, I 
cannot continue its publication on the 
present basis. ’ ’ 

Virginia asked a question. She had 
followed Mr. Norman's confession with 
the most intense eagerness. 

“Do yon mean that a Christian daily 
ought to be endowed with a large sum, 
like a Christian college, in order to 
make it pay?” 

“That is exactly what I mean. I 
have laid out plans for putting into The 
News such a variety of material, in 
such a strong and truly interesting 
way, that it would more than make up 
for whatever was absent from its col¬ 
umns in the way of un-Christian mat¬ 
ter, hut my plans called for a very large 
outlay of money. I am very confident 
that a Christian daily such as Jesus 
would approve, containing only what 
he would print, can he made to succeed 
financially if it is planned to the right 
lines, but it will take a large sum of 
money to work out the plans. ” 

“How much do you think?” asked 
Virginia quietly. 

Edward Norman looked at her keen¬ 
ly, and hia face flushed a moment as an 
idea of Virginia’s purpose crossed his 
mind. He had known her when she was 
a little girl in the Sunday school, and 
he had been on intimate relations in 
business with her father. 

“I should say a half million dollars 
in a town like Raymond could be well 
spent in the establishment of a paper 
such as we have in mind. ” he answered, 
and his voice trembled a little. The 
keen look on Edward Norman's grizzled 
face flashed out with a stern but thor¬ 
oughly Christian anticipation of great 
achievements in the world of newspaper 
life as it had opened up to him within 
the last few seconds. 

“Then, ” said Virginia, speaking as 
if the thought were fully considered, 
“I am ready to put that amount of 
money into the paper on the one condi¬ 
tion, of course, that it be carried on as 
it has been begun. ” 

“Thank Godl” exclaimed Henry 
Maxwell softly. Edward Norman was 
pale. The rest were looking at Virginia, 
She had more to say. 

“Dear friends,” she went on, and 
there was a sadness in her voice that 
made an impression on the rest that 
deepened when they thought it over 
afterward, “1 do not want any of you 
to credit me with an act of great gen* 
erosity or philanthropy. I have come 
to know lately that the money Which 1 
have called my own is not my own, 
but God’s. If I, as a steward of his, see 
some wise Way to invest his money, it 
is not an occasion of vainglory or 
thanks from any one simply because I 
have proved honest in my administra¬ 
tion of the funds he has asked me to 
use for his glory, I have been thinking 
of this very plan for some time, the 
fact is, dear friends, that in our com¬ 
ing fight With the whisky power in 
Raymond, and it has only just begun, 
we shall need The News to champion 
the Christian side. You all know that 
all the other papers are for the saloon. 
As long as the saloon exists the work 
of rescuing dying souls at the Rectangle 
is carried on at a terrible disadvantage. 
What Can Mr. Gray do with his gospel 
meetings when half hie converts are 
drinking people, daily tempted and en¬ 
ticed by the saloon on every corner ? 
The Christian daily wo must have. It 
Would be giving up to the enemy to 
have The News fail. I have great con¬ 
fidence in Mr. Norman's ability, I have 


not seen 5118 plans, but I have the con¬ 
fidence that he has in making the paper 
succeed if it is carried forward on a 
large enough scale. 

“I cannot believe that Christian in¬ 
telligence in journalism will be inferior 
to un-Christian intelligence, even when 
it comes to making the paper pay finan¬ 
cially. So that is my reason for putting 
this money—God’s, not mine—into this 
powerful agent for doing as Jesus 
would. If wo can keep such a paper 
going for one year, I shall be willing to 
see that amount of money used in the 
experiment. Do not thank me. Do not 
consider my promise a wonderful thing. 
What have I done with God’s money 
all these years but gratify my own 
selfish, physical, personal desires ? What 
can I do with the rest of it but try to 
make some reparation for what I have 
stolen from God ? That is the way I 
look at it now. I believe it is what 
Jesus would do. ” 

Over the lecture room swept that un¬ 
seen yet distinctly felt wave of Divine 
presence. No one spoke for awhile. 
Henry Maxwell, standing there where 
the faces lifted their intense gaze into 
his, felt what he had already felt be¬ 
fore, a strange setting back out of the 
nineteenth century into the first, when 
the disciples had all things in common, 
and a spirit of fellowship must have 
flowed freely between them such as the 
First church of Raymond had never 
known. How much had his church 
membership known of this fellowship 
in daily interests before this little com¬ 
pany had begun to do as Jesus would 
do? It was with difficulty that he 
thought of his present age and its sur¬ 
roundings. The same thought was pres¬ 
ent with all the rest also. There was an 
unspoken comradeship such as they had 
never known. It was present with them 
while Virginia was speaking and dur¬ 
ing the silence that followed.

Before they went away this time 
there were several confidences like those 
of Edward Norman. Some of the young 
men told of the loss of places owing to 
their honest obedience to their promise. 
Alexander Powers spoke briefly of the 
fact that the commission had promised 
to take action at the earliest date pos¬ 
sible. 

He was already at his old work of 
telegraphy. It was a significant fact 
that since his action in resigning his 
position neither his wife nor daughter 
had appeared in public. No one but 
himself knew the bitterness of that fam¬ 
ily estrangement and misunderstanding 
of the higher motive. Yet many of the 
disciples present in the meeting carried 
similar burdens There were things 
which they could not talk about Henry 
Maxwell, from his knowledge of his 
church people, could almost certainly 
know that obedience to this pledge had 
produced in the hearts of families sep¬ 
aration of sympathy and even the intro¬ 
duction of enmity and hatred. Truly, 
“a man’s foes are they of his own 
household” when the rule of Jesus is 
obeyed by some and disobeyed by oth- 
era Jesus is a great divider of life. 'One 
must walk either parallel with him or 
directly across his path. 

But more than any other feeling at 
this meeting rose the tide of fellowship 
for one another. Henry Maxwell watch¬ 
ed it* trembling for its climax, which 
he knew was not yet reached. When it 
Was, where would it lead them? He 
did not know, but he was not unduly 
alarmed about it, only he watched with 
growing wonder the results of that 
simple promise as it was being obeyed 
in these various lives. Those results 
were already being felt all over the 
city. Who could measure their influ¬ 
ence at the end of the year ? 

One practical form of this fellowship 
showed itself in the assurances which 
Edward Norman received in support of 
his paper. There was a general flocking 
toward him when the meeting closed, 
and the response to his appeal for help 
from the Christian disciples in Ray¬ 
mond was fully understood by this little 
company. The value of such a paper in 
the homes and in behalf of good citizen¬ 
ship, especially at the present crisis in 
the city, could not be measured. It re¬ 
mained to be seen what could be done 
now that the paper was endowed so lib¬ 
erally. But it still was true, as Edward 
Norman insisted, that money alone 
could not make the paper a power. It 
must receive the support and sympathy 
of the Christians in Raymond before it 
could be counted as one of the great 
Christian forces of the city. 

The week that followed this Sunday 
meeting was one of great excitement 
in Raymond. It was the week of the 
election. Donald Marsh, true to hie 
promise, took up his cross and bore it 
manfully, but with shuddering, with 


groans ana even rears, lor ms deepest 
conviction was touched, and he tore 
himself out of the scholarly seclusion 
of years with pain and anguish that 
cost him more than anything he had 
ever done as a follower of Christ With 
him were a few of the college professors 
who had made the pledge in the First 
church. Their experience and suffering 
were the same as the president’s, for 
their isolation from all the duties of 
citizenship had been the same. The 
same was also true of Henry Maxwell, 
who plunged into the horror of this 
fight against whisky and its allies with 
a sickening dread of each day’s en¬ 
counter with it.

When Saturday, the election day, 
came, the excitement rose to its height. 
An attempt was made to close all the 
saloons. It was partly successful, but 
there was a great deal of drinking go¬ 
ing on all day. The Rectangle boiled 
and heaved and cursed and turned its 
worst side out to the gaze of the city. 
Gray had continued his meetings dur¬ 
ing the week, and the results had been 
even greater than he had dared to hope. 
When Saturday came, it seemed to him 
that the crisis in his work had been 
reached. The Holy Spirit and the satan 
of rum seemed to rouse up to a desper¬ 
ate conflict. The more interest in the 
meetings the more ferocity and vilenes: 
outside. The saloon men no longer con¬ 
cealed their feelings. Open threats of 
violence were made.

Amos L. Allen, republican can¬ 
didate for Congress in the First 
Maine District, was elected Mon¬ 
day by a majority of more thau 
4600 votes over Luther F. Mc¬ 
Kinney, the democratic candida te. 
Hon. Amos L. Alien of Alfred, the 
new Congressman-elect, was born 
in Walerboro, March 7, 1837. He 
graduated from Bowdoin College 
in the class of 1860, the class of 
Mr. Reed. He studied law and 
was admitted to the York county 
bar, but never practiced his pro¬ 
fession. He was for several years 
a clerk in the treasury depart¬ 
ment at Washington, was chosen 
clerk of courts of York county in 
1867 and served 12years when he 
became clerk of the judiciary com¬ 
mittee in the 47th Congress, of 
Which Mr. Reed was chairman. 
When Mr. Reed was elected speak¬ 
er in 1888, Mr. Allen became his 
private secretary. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Maine Legislature in 
1886-7. 


The annual convention of the 
Maine State Sunday School Asso¬ 
ciation was held at the Chestnut 
street M. E. church, Portland, Oct. 
24, 25, and 26. 

The delegation this year was un¬ 
usually large. On Tuesday even¬ 
ing, about five hundred delegates 
were welcomed to Portland by 
Rev. Luther Freeman, pastor of 
Chestnut street church. 

The services began on Tuesday 
afternoon at 1.30, with the Quiet 
Half-day of devotion, led by the 
Rev. Thomas Stacy of Saco. This 
was a preparatory service for 
those to follow, and was very help¬ 
ful. The doors were open every 
half-hour for all desiring to leave 
or enter the church. 

At 4 p. m., Rev. Aquilla Lucas 
of Sussex, New Brunswick, deliv¬ 
ered an inspiring addr.ess on “The 
Joy of Our Service.” The speaker 
emphasized the fact that our grat¬ 
itude to God should be shown ry 
joyful service to Him and others. 

Our best service will always be a 
joyful one. In closing he said, 
“Only the St. Croix River divides 
us from you. We are one in spirit 
and interest. There are no soldiers 
on either side. May the coming 
year show that this joy of which 
we have been speaking can trans¬ 
form our work and transfigure our 
faces.” 

“The Business Man and the Sun¬ 
day School,” was the subject of a 
very practical address delivered by 
E. S. Everett, Portland. He refer¬ 
red to the fact that comparatively 
few business men attend Sunday 
school. Because of this, their sons, 
who are men in their own minds 
after reaching the age of fifteen 
years, follow the example of their 
fathers and also desert the Sunday 
school. The right example is nec¬ 
essary. Children mu3t be led, not 
forced. “Train up a child in the 
way he should go,” and sometimes 
go that way yourself. Then, not 
only does the Sunday school need 
the business man, but the business 
man needs the Sunday school, ft 
broadens his views, and he goes 
back to his work on Monday morn¬ 
ing a better man. 

Miss Margaret Koch of Colby 
University, Waterville, spoke help¬ 
fully on “The Ideal Teacher.” She 
declared that the first aim of every 
true teacher is to make the gospel 
real. She said, “The theater at¬ 
tracts people because there unreal 
Ihings are made to appear real, 
while too often in the Sunday 
school, real things are made to 
seem unreal. Get acquainted with 
your scholars, give to them of your 
best self and win their confidence.” 

Mr. George H. Archibald of Wil¬ 
lard, and Miss Lucy G. Stock of 
New Haven, Conn., gave the con¬ 
vention some valuable ideas on 
primary work. Both Mr. Archi¬ 
bald and Miss Stock have made 
child study a specialty. In an ad¬ 
dress on “Different Kinds of Chil¬ 
dren,” Mr. Archibald divided them 
into two classes,—the “motor” 
class, of which, in older years 
Cresar was a good example, and 


superintendents the best methods, 
giving the teachers the experience 
of specialists and introducing a 
higher standard of Bible helps. It 
has thus elevated the intellectual 
standard. It has brought pastor 
and people nearer each other, not 
by cutting down the pulpit, but by 
raising the floor. 

The above were a few of the sub¬ 
jects on the well-filled program. 
Others were equally instructive 
and helpful. Rev. Smith Baker, 
D. D, was chosen president for the 
coming year, and presided during 
most of the session. His many 
witty and forceful remarks added 
much to the enjoyment of the oc¬ 
casion. Altogether, this, conven¬ 
tion was generally considered as 
one of the most helpful ever held 
by the Maine State Sunday School 
Association.

pins. They can be employed in making 
at least two different patterns of musical 
instruments—dolls’ instruments, perhaps, 
but nevertheless full of sweet music. 

It is well known that the vibrations of 
a metai rod fastened at one end will pro¬ 
duce a tone, the sound of which is regu¬ 
lated by the length and thickness of the 
rod. A pin fastened to a board by its 
point and put in vibration (struck) by a 
nail or a strong needle is no exception to 
this rule. Whether arranged in rows as 
shown in Fig. 1 or in a circle, pins will 
vibrate when “struck,” and the tone may 
be made to conform to a certain scale or 
tune by inserting the pins at a greater or 
less depth in the board. 

Fig. 2 represents a row of pins ar¬ 
ranged in a circle and touched by a nee¬ 
dle, which is set in motion by a hot air 
wheel. 

Carefully examine Fig. 2, and you will 
easily see how the device may be made. 
Half inch pine boards will do, or even 
shingles, for the framework, and the air 
wheel should be made of paper after the 
manner of the ordinary whirligig. Waxed 
twine will serve to connect the whirligig 
wheel with the wheel that moves the 
needle, and the machine should he made 
as light and easy running as possible, but 
this sounding board, or base, should be 
made of well seasoned, close grained 
wood.
